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increase of 245 cases which were referred to arbitration is very noticeable and, 
should have*been explained. The nurhber of cases pending at ‘the close of the ; 


year (1,166) was below the average. Of these cases, 742 had been instituted 
towards te close of the year, but were not returnable within that period, and 
424 had been postponed after hearing in part. The files of the First, Third, 
and Fourth Judges show an undue proportion of these last-mentioned cases.

6. The total number of after-judgment processes applied for was 9,503. 
Of these, 6,169 were warrants against the person. Only 2,854 of these 
warrants were executed. Three thousand three lundred and_ thirty-four 

rocesses for execution against the property of debtors were applied for, and 

t of these 2,641 were executed. The executions under the latter Read show an 

increase, and those under the former head a decrease, as compared with the 
figures for 1874.75. The number of bench warrants issued for the arrest of 
defendants before judgment has fallen from 109 to 62. With regard to the remarks 
recorded on this subject last year, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that 
great cautions now exercised by the Judges in the issue of such processes. 
Bs The Judges rfotice the falling off of 498 cases in the number of suits for 

ods sold and delivered, but declare that they are unable to account for it. 
he Lieutenant-Governor would have been glad, however, had enquiries been 
made by the Judges as regards this and other fluctuations which are observable, 
with a view to some explanations being afforded on the subject. It is further 
shown by the comparative statement that there has been a considerable increase 
in suits far money lent and for use and srr pee and a falling off in suits for 
trespass, for ejectment, and for a ast had and received. Suits also for the 
recovery of small tenements have fallen from 86 to 4. It is not stated, however, if 
this marked decrease is in any way owing to a doubt on the part of the Judges as to 
their jurisdiction to try cases of this nature, or to what cause it is attributable. 

+ .8. The Distress Act of 1875 has been in operation throughout the year, 
and the increased number of processes of distraint which have been issued under 
it shows that it has fairly met the requirements of suitors. The total amount 
of rent involved exhibits an increase from Rs. 22,266 to Rs. 27,417. 

9. The Judges have experienced some difficulty in selecting persons quali- 
fied by character and attainments to act as law agents under the recognition of 
the Coinek: The Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs with the Judges in 
thinking that it would be unadvisable to relax the rule recently adopted in 

* favor of persons who have hitherto acted as suit brokers about the precincts of 
the Court. It is of the highest importance that the practice of touting should 
be disco as far as possible ; and His Honor believes that much benefit 
to the pub ic will ultimately result from a rigid adherence to the rule that has 
been laid down, that no law t should be recognized by the Court who is 

’ not authorized to act in the High Court and in the courts subordinate to it. 
10. The receipts of the year from different sources amounted to 
* Rs. 1,99,256 as against Rs. 2,04,575. On the other hand, the item of house 
rent has entirely disappeared from the list of disbursements, and this circum- 
stance, in conjunction with a saving in the salaries of the Judges and in the 
t , has resulted: in a decrease of nearly RS.

In accordance with the provisions of section 31 of Act II ¢B.C.) of 1872, I have 
the honor to submit the following report on the administra- 
ite yearencoess. tion of the Jute Warehouse and Fire-brigade Act in this 
municipality for the year ending 3lst March 1876. P 

2, There were 50 jute warehouses registered during the year—26 were licensed, “11 
were used for the storage of screwed bales of jute and cotton, and 13 were not used at all 
for these purposes. A classified list of the jute warehouses for which licenses were granted 
is given in Appendix A. ; 

3. There were three new warehouses constructed during the year—two -in connection 
with the Seebpore Jute Mills and the Howrah Mills, and the third was constructed within 
the premises of the Nasmyth’s Press Company. As required by the Act, plans of these 
buildings were submitted to the Commissioners, and passed at special meetings. : 

4, The total income during the year amounted to Rs. 6,671-14-4, of which the

5. This shows a decrease of Rs. 6,810-12-5 as compared with the income of the 
preceding year, which is attributable to the following causes:—Firstly, during the year 1874-75, 
owners of jute warehouses were made liable to take out licenses for the whole year, whether 
their warehouses were used for the entire period or not, but the fees were received by instal« 
ments, such being the interpretation put upon the law by the Commissioners at the time. 
An objection was, however, raised to this rule, and a reference was made to the Advocate- 
General on the point, and he gave it as his opinion that the Commissioners could demand 
a license for only such time as a warehouse was actually used for the storage of jute, &, 
This of course had the effect of considerably decreasing the amount of fees, Secondly, the 
schedule of rates of fees was revised in accordance with the amended Act (Act Il of 1875), 
which fixed the minimum fee at Rs. 100 instead of Rs. 150. Thirdly, the depression in 
the jute market continued during the year under report, and there was a considerable falling 
off in the shipment of jute to England, in consequence of which there was not much 
employment for jute-screws. 

6. The expenditure in the inspection of jute warehouses amounted to Rs, 2,044-8-9,

9, One of the fires referred to in the foregoing paragraph having been rather extensive, 
and occurring in the very heart of the jute and cotton mart, and as the dry weather was 
setting in, at a meeting held on the 4th November 1875 the Commissioners resolved to 
reorganize the brigade, and to supplement the expenditure from general funds, Accordingly, 
onthe 5th November, the brigade was again established on as economical ‘a basis as could 
be in keeping withefficiency, and comfrised the following staff :—1 Superintendent, 4 tindals, 
21 khullasis, 1 coachman, and 2 syces. As this staff was not sufficient to work the 
engines, it was arranged that when fires occurred the brigade should be, auxiliarized by the 

jolice, who should receive a remuneration of four annas per head. So far this system has 
Bess found to work satisfactorily, as the police attend promptly, ond take part cheerfully with 
the firemen. Owing ,to the reorganization having been made shortly before the arrival of 
te Prince of Wales, the price of horses was so high that the Commissioners were unable to 

ovide a suitable pair for the large engine, and as a makeshift, two of the mules of the 
Watering Department were utilised. 
* 10. There were four fire-engine stations in the town—one at each of the three police 
stations, and one at the municipal office, a small engine with a staff of one tindal and 
three khullasis being at each police-station, and the large engine at the office, in charge of 
the Superintendent and a staff of 1 tindal, 12 khullasis, 1 coachman and 2 syces, 

11. A, fire watch was regularly kept on the top of the cutchery building, which com- 
mands an extensive view of the town, and intimation of all fires was promptly given by 
means of a bell ptaced in the office compound, to which was attached a cord communicating 
with the cutchery. Asa rule, the large engine at the main station was equipped and put on 
.theemowe within four or five minutes after the alarm was sounded. 

12, The firemen were drilled, and the stations were regularly visited by the Superin- 

. tendent. A M®atement showing the number of fires (together with such particulars as could 
be gathered regarding them) which occurred during the year, is given in Appendix C,

Barometric Pressure.—The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 feet 
are reduced from those given in column 3 of the table on the previous page, by adding the weight of 
acolumn of air of the temperatures given in column 17, For stations above 500 feet elevation the 

. reduction is made by Captain Allan Cunningham’s table,—‘ Prof. papers on Indian Engineering, No. 
OXIII.” The.temperatures at: the sea level are taken from column 8 of the above table. 


Temperature.—The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preceding 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

Wind Resultant.—The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the mouth. The relative predominance 
in the diyection of the rgsultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 


Clouds.—This column gives the average proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being :ndieated 
by 0, and one completely overeast by 10. ‘ 

The above being all eymparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which last 
may be represented by arrows of varying length proportioned to the prevalence of the wind, ‘To these

REGISTRATION OF ESTATES. .

great discussion both before the Select Committee and before: the Coun 

and it was therefore, he thought, quite unhecessary that he should 
enter into the principles of the Bill, or the objects for which’ it was 
introduced. There was, however, one yery gratifying incident in con- 
nection with this Bill which he might Mention. It was a Bill which 
in almost all*its details had met with the,general support of the Council, 
and it was finally passed by the unanimous vote of the Council on the 15th 
of April. It then received the assent of the Lieutenant-Governor, and was 
forwarded, in the usual course, for the consideration of the Governor-General in 
Council. Hon'ble Members would, Mr. Bell was sure, be gratified to hear that 
His Excellency in Council fully approved of the scope and object ofthe Bill. 
But His Excellency had been advised that he was unable to give his assent to 
it because one of the sections of the Bill conflicted with one of the provisions of 
an Act of the Governor-General’s Council passed in 1870. Hon’ble Members 
would recollect that this Council had no power to alter, to amend, or to modify any 
Act of the Governor-General’s Council which was passed since 1862. Therefore, 
if that section did in any way amend or smotlity any provision of. the Act 
of the Governor-General’s Council passed in 1870, it was clearly ultra vires of 
the Council. The section to which exception was taken was section 80. 


Whenever a sum of money was payable by the Collector to .a nimber of pro- . 


prictors, that section allowed the Collector to distribute the sum amongst the 
several proprietors according to the shares which were recorded in their names ip 
the general register of estates. Now, that section was supposed tg conflict with 
a section in the Land Acquisition Act (XXXVIII), whith required Collectors, 
wheneyer money was payable to zemindars under that Act, and when there 
was any dispute regarding the distribution of the money, to refer the matter in 
dispute for the decision of the Land Acquisition Court. Suppose, for instance, that 
the Government took up a piece of land for some public purpose of which there 
were four zemindars recorded as proprietors. If the Collector was to act under 
the Registration Bill, he would distribute the money to the four zemindars 
according to the shares recorded in their names in the general register. But 
if the zemindars disputed amongst themselves the extent of their several shares, 
the Collector would be acting in opposition to the Land Acquisition Act, 
beeause in such cases, in cases of dispute, the Collector, instead of distributing 
the money himself, was bound to refer the matter for the determination of the 
Lanid Acquisition Court ; and that was the point upon which the two Acts were 
supposed to conflict. Mr. Bet might observe, as the member of the Select 
Committee at whose suggestion, he believed, section 80 was inserted in the Bill, 
that it was no part of their intention, when section 80 was drafted, that it should 
in any way supersede, alter, or modify any section of the Land Acquisition Act. 
The object of section 80 was this. It very often happened that an estate was 


sold for arrears of revenue, and after the arrears had been discharged, a ¢én- 


siderable surplus was left in the hands of the Collector to be distributed, 
amongst the proprietors of the estate. But unfortunately at present the Col- 
lector was unable to make the distribution, because, in the lace, he did 
not necessarily know who the proprictors were, and if he knew the names of 
the proprietors, he did not know the respective shares which those proprietors 
held in the estate. And the consequence was this, that the Collector, 
instead of being able to distribute the surplus of the sale. proceeds amongst 
the proprietors at once, was obliged to refer the proprietors to the Civil 
Court. This was a great hardship on the proprietors. Instead of getting 
the money witHout litigation, they were forced to the expense and delay 
of a civil suit,‘ in er that they might obtain an order of the court 
declaring them entitled to the money. It was principally to remoye incon-

This alteration would remove the 
main reasop why the Governor-General considered himself compelled to with-

There,was, however, another objection which had also been taken, and that 
related to section 68 of the Bill. It had been supposed that section 68, 
as jt stood, might be held to couflict with section 90 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure; and to mect this objection a similar alteration had been made in 
section 68,,to which the following words had been prefixed :— 

“Save as is provided in section 90 of the Code of Criminal Procedure.” 

With these exceptions the Bill which he had now the honor to submit was 
verbally the stime as the Bill passed by this Council on the 15th April last.

Resofation thereon, 

, Tae harmony which distinguished the deliberations of the Justices and 
their relations with the Chairman during 1874 was not ‘maintained in 1875. 
On several questions the Chairman failed to obtain the support of the Justices, 
and differences ensued which caused some friction and delay in the disposal 
of business. The old Corporation has now ceased to exist, and it’ will shortly be 
replaced by a body of Municipal Commissioners to be elected at appointed 
under the new law. 

2. The financial results of the administration of the past year have been 
highly satisfactory. The total amount at the disposal of va Justices during 
the two past years respectively was as follows :—

The principal item in the receipts on capital account for 1875 was a loan 
from Government of Rs. 3,70,000 for the extension of the drainige works. 
During the previous year a loan of Rs. 12,20,000 had been reeeived for 
the extension of drainage, for the purchase of the Dhurrumtollah Market, 
and for the erection of ‘the new Municipal Market. The revenue of the year, 
exclusive of collections on account of Police-rate, was more than two lakhs in 
excess of that of 1874. ‘The principal heads under which am increase is shown 
are House, Lighting, and Water-rates and Market receipts. ‘The receipts from the 
Police-rate amounted to Rs. 8,15,230, which was also a considerably larger sum 
than was realized on the same account in 1874, and which amounted to 
Rs. 2,783,088 only. The increase in the receipts under the .House aud Police- 
rates is partly accounted for by the increase of } per cent. in the assessment 
sno each head during the year, and partly: by the revision of the valuations 
ih erty. This revision also tended to an increase of the demand on account 
of ting and Water-rates.

4 The balance of the collectiohs outstanding at the close of the year was 
larger than usual, but this was ghiefly owing to the suspensidn of, business 
during the visit ot diis Roval Highness the Prince of Wales at the latter end 
of Decenfber. It is satisfactory to observe, on the other hand, that the amount 

7 due on bills made over for collection to the Arrear Department shows a decrease 
under each head. The Chairman is still of opinion, however, that a great deal 
of unnecessary trouble is caused, both to the coercive collection agency and to 
the rate-payers, by ‘the carelessness of the collecting sircars in not presenting 
the original bills. The-Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that the Chair- 
man proposes to take the opportunity of the resignation of the Collector to 
reorganise the Collection Department. The existing arrangements are certainly 
defective, as no direct contro] can be exercised over the sircars,;who are the 
paid servants of the Collector, and the chief element in this very necessary 

, reform ought to be the subordination of every member of the establishment to 
the executive authorities of the Municipality. 

5, The Yevision of the assessments over a large portion of the town was 
the most important measure of the year, The work was performed to the 
satisfaction of the Chairman by Mr. Williamson, the Assessor to the Justices. 
The Lieutenanj-Governor is well aware of the difficulsies besetting the satisfac- 
tory accomplishment ofa measure of this nature. At the same time, however, 
it appears to him that the number of cases (711 out of 4,952) in which it was 
found necessary to modify Mr. Williamson’s assessments was large. ‘Ihe 
financial result, after the disposal of all appeals, was an aggregate annual 
increase of Rs. 1,42,395 to the municipal income. The total assessed annual 
value of houses, tenanted lands, and huts in Calcutta at the close of 1875 was 
Rs. 1,22,34,342, or Rs, 10,14,173 in excess of the recorded annual value on the 
81st December 1874. ; 

6. Arrangements have now been made for extending thedrainage scheme, 
which, so far as it bas been carried out, has done so much to improve the sanitary 
condition of Calcutta. Mr, Leslie, the eminent Engineer to the Justices, 
has sybmitted an ,estimate for the completion of the drainage works for the 
whole town, with the exception of a small portion at the extreme north of the 
city between Bag Bazar and the Canal, which has been omitted in the estimates 
owing to certain difficulties which do not admit of its inclusion inthe general 
scheme. The estimate amounts to Rs, 18,94,486, and, on the application of the 
Justices, the Supréme Government has sanctioned a loan of Ks. 3,539,400 to 

* ensble them to proceed with the works. 41,742 feet of sewers were laid down 
during the year, and the total expenditure incurred on this account during the 
year amounted to Rs. 2,53,156. The complete scheme provides for 39 miles 
of brick-sewers, and 136} miles of pipe-sewers. Of these, 372 and 37 miles 
respectively have been constructed. Up to the close of the year the total 
cost of the drainage works had amounted to some 67 lakhs of rupees. The

The working expenses connected 
with the water-supply amounted to Rs. 1,84,06], and have been considerably 
reduced as compared with those of the prévious year. This is chiefly owing 
to the greatesaving which Mr. Leslie’s efficient control has effected in the 
consumption of coal. The daily average consumption of filtered water was 
much Jess during the first eleven months of 1875 than during the same_ 
period of 1874, It is net explained, however, if this was owing, as may perhaps 
be assumed, to the increased suppby of unfiltered water. Dr, Macnamara 
reports that the water supplied during 1875 was purer than usual. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has read with interest the remarks which haye been 
made by Dr. Macnamara on the comparison between «he water supplied by 
the hydrants in Caleutta, and that supplied by the Southwark and New River 
Companies in London, and the evidence which he has adduced ‘of the marked 
superiority of the former. 

8. Calcutta now contains 131} miles of road, of which 81}- miles are 
metalled with stone, and 50 miles with brick The cost of repairing these roads 
in 1875 amounted to Ks, 3,838,956. This sum excveds the expenditure of any 
previous year since 1866. The Kngineer considers that, in eonséquence of, the 
increased traffic in the streets, owing to the establishnent of the Port Commis- 
sioners’ jetties and the opening of the Hooghly Bridge, a smaller sum will not 
suffice for the ensuing year, It is explained that the cost of stone has‘ greatly 
increased, owing to the competition for the ballast brought by slips from China, 
Mauritius, and Bombay. The estimate for 1876 has, however, been reduced to 
Rs. 3,00,000, and it is hoped that this will not require to be exceeded. 

9. During the whule of the past year the conservancy establishment of 
the town has been under the control of the Engineer. The town has been 
divided into two divisions, each under a Superintendent, and it is reported 
that the new system of undivided responsibility in the management of this 
important department has worked satisfactorily. The net cost of the conser- 
vancy establishment for the year was Rs. 1,12,040. : 

10. The Surgeon-General, in compiling the report on the medical institu. 
tions of Calcutta, had the advantage of consulting many of Dr. Payne’s returns, 
Thus the principal statistical points connected with the health of the town 
have already been brought to the notice of Government, and have been dealt 
with in the Resolution on that report.

The siew Municipal Law now empowers the executive authorities to insist 
on proper arrangements being made for the sanitation aud conservancy of these 
bustees, so as-to obviate risk of disease to the inhabitants themselves, and to 
those living in the neighbourhood. The cost of the reforms required in each 
bustee, if the measures taken are effectual and sufficient, will no doubt be large, 
and no rapid progress in carrying out improvements can be hoped for without 
the hearty co-operation of the leading proprietors of the land. It is therefore 
with much pleasure that the Lieutenant-Governor has observed the testimony 
which has been borne to the public spirit and liberality of Baboo Subuldas 
Mullick, This enlightened gentleman has set a worthy example to his brother 
landowners in the measures which he has adopted for the improvement of the 
Mirzapore buStee. Tbe has already expended a large sum on the construction 
of r and drains, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that he will not relax 
his public-spirited undertaking until he has completed the good work which 
he has begun. : 

14. The circumstances brought to light in the course of the enquiry 
into the proceedings of the late Vice-Chairman showed that irregularities 
had been allowed to prevail in the system of purchasing stores. This matter, 
as well as the system of giving municipal contracts, formed the subject of 
much adverse public criticism during the year. After holding a full enquiry 
into the subject, the Lieutenant-Governor has recently made some suggestions 
which he trusts will result in the exercise of a more effectual control in the 
purchase of miscellaneous stores.

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ADMINISTRATION OF THE ORISSA TRIBUTARY STATES 
DURING 1875-76.

Letter No. 64A., dated 9th June 1876, from Superintendent, Tributary Mehals, Cuttack, 
being his Administration Report for the year 1875-76, 
Z Read again— 

His Report for the previous year, and the Government Resolution passed thereon. 
Tux report submitted by Mr. Ravenshaw, the Superintendent, on the 
administration of the Orissa Tributary States during the past year, shows that 
* these States have been for the most part well managed by their respective 
Qhiefs, and that generally good progress has been made in carrying out the 
several measures which have been introduced for opening out the resources of 
the country. and for advancing the moral and material improvement of the 
people. In'all parts the seasons appear to have been favorable for the crops, 
and, except in a few of the minor States, in which the revenue settlements have 
not yet been carried out and some mismanagement still exists, the people are 
ibed as being prosperous and contented. he Superintendent spentnearly 
t two months on tour and was able to visit many of the principal tributary States 
__ tothe north of the Mabanuddy; while the remainder, with the exception of 
Mohurbhunj, were visited by the Assistant Superintendent. 
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2. The revenue demand from the Government estates of Ungool and 
Banki was realised in full, a nominal remission of Rs, 35 only being shewn. 
against Ungool. The aggregatesum collected;includjng miscellaneous recei ‘ 
and Rs. 9,665 paid in advance on account of the current year, amounted to 
Rs. 61,501. The statements appended to the report show, for the/last time 
in their present form, the gross amount realised ; the amount disbursed from it 
for the expenses of management and the Government revenue; and the balance 
in hand at tht close of the year. It has been decided that these estates; which 
now afford a large and increasing revenue, are to be brought under the regular 
system of audit and account, as current in other Government states, The total 
demand from the Bamunghatty estate, which continues under the direct mana; 
ment of the Deputy Commissioner of Singbhoom, amounted to Rs. 80,570, of 
which Rs. 19,275 were collected: the balance was chiefly made tp of demands 
which were not realisable until after the close of the official year. The tribute 
payable by the remaining States, not under direct management, was realised in 
full, and. large payments were made in advance by Keonjhur, Mohurbhunj, 
and Nilgiri on account of the current year. . : 

8. The number of civil, revenue, and miscellaneous cases instituted duri 
the year was 1,937 as against 2,290 in 1874-75, and 1,851 in 1873-74. The 
decrease is chiefly observable in the cases instituted in Banki, which numbered 
only 963 as against 1,329 in the previous year, and 884 in 1873-74. It would’ 
seem that litigation in Banki was somewhat exceptional in 1874-75, but no 
explanation has been offered by the Superintendent on the subject. The 
number of cases set down against each of the States, not under direct, mana 
ment, represents those cases only in which complaint was made. to the 
Superintendent’s office. The largest number of these*cases, atfounting in all 
to 42, are shown against Duspulla, which continues to be one of the few States 
in which the conduct of the Chief is unsatisfactory. The total number of cases 
disposed of was 2,173, leaving 145 pending at the close of the year. One 
hundred and eleven appeals came before the Superintendent during the year. 
In only 16 of these were the orders of the subordinate courts reversed or 
modified. 

4. The number of offences reported continues to increase. During the 

t year the total number amounted to 712 as against 651 in 1874-75, and 613 
in 1873-74. The increase during the past year, however, is shewn to have 
occurred in the Banki estate alone, in which the number of offences reported 
have risen from 162 to 240. Thus, while civil litigation has greatly decreased 
in this estate, there has been almost a corresponding increase in criminal 
cases. The great majority of the cases reported were petty assaults, thefts, 
and cases of mischief. Serious offences against property appear to be of very 
rare occurrence, and no cases of robbery and dacoity were reported. The 
number of murders shows a satisfactory decrease from 8 to 4. There were 
6 cases of culpable homicide as against 8 in 1874-75. In all the cases of , 
murder, and in three of the cases of culpable homicide, the offenders were 
brought to justice. Out of 689 persons placed on trial, 479 were convicted, 
195 acquitted, and 8 only awaited trial at the close of the year. On the whole, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that, considering the extent of the 


_ country, the small amount of crime in these States is very satisfactory. Such 
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eases as occurred were promptly dealt with, and the results generally were 
favorable. In some of the States an organized police force is maintained. In 
future reports, the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to receive a detailed 
account of the police arrangements wiich have been established, or are being

The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glitd to learn that the Rajah of Autmullick has already 
experience the benefits of the new road which be has made from the Maha- 
nuddy to Hondopa, and that he has been enabled to export much produce from 
the valuable forests on his estate. The Dhenkanal roads have borne a good 
deal of traffic, and the markets of this estate and of Banki and Keonjhur are 
reported to be well supplied. A considerable trade has also betn established 
with all these States. 

6. One middle-class school and seven lower vernacular schools were opened 
during the year, and the number of pupils'on the rolls on the 31st March was 
2,899 as agaifst 2,679 on the same date in 1875. Except in Nilgiri and 
Autmullick, the progress of education has been generally fair, and in many of 
the States it has been very satisfactory. The Superintendent submitted during 
the year a scheme for the reorganization of the Banki and Ungool schools, but 
the project has been held in abeyance pending the revision of the system 
of keeping the accounts of these estates. The plan of making a knowledge of 
reading, writing, and accounts a necessary qualification for employment in the 
subordinate revenue agency is reported to have worked well. In the Khond 

' Mehals the liquor-shop tax, which is devoted to the cause of education, was 
levied in ful), and the proceeds, at the rate of Rs. 5 on each shop, amounted to 
Rs. 2,205. Of this sum, Rs. 1,729 was expended in the support of sixteen village 
schools, at which 499 children are educated. There is now also a large balance 
ii hdnd from the receipts of previous years, with which it is proposed to open 
_out several ngw schools. The great difficulty here,as in Autmullick and other 
remote tracts, has been to secure competent and well-behaved masters. This 
want will, it is hoped, soon be supplied by the local Government school. ‘The 
Maharajah of Dhenkanal and the Rajah of Keonjhur have especially exerted 
themselves to extend the benefits of education to their people, and their 
constant and personal attention to the matter is, as noticed by the Superin- 
tendent, most praiseworthy. In Keonjhur no school fees are charged, 
and books, slates, and other requisites, are provided at the Rajah’s expense. 
The principal school of the State has already produced pupils who are reported 
competent to act as teachers in the village schools, The Lieutenant-Governor 
is glad to observe that the Superintendent is endeavouring to meet the great 
necessity for education among the children of the Rajah’s families by the 
enveuragement of private schools close to their homes. 

It is with great satisfaction that the Lieutenant-Governor observes 
that the relations between the Chiefs and the people have been generally amicable, 
and that the feuds and boundary disputes between the different Chiefs them- 
selves, which a few years ago were the cause of so much trouble and anxiety to 
the Superintendent, have now ceased. The progress which has been made in the 
revenue settlements, and more particularly in Keonjhur, Pal Lahera, Autmullick, 
Nyaghur, Autgurh, and Hindole, has been very satisfactory. In other States 

* rough settlements are in progress, and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to 
observe that every endeavour is being made by the Superintendent to bring this 
important work to a speedy conclusion with a view to relieving the people 
from arbitrary and uncertain exactions. In Keonjhur the Rajah and his people 
are on terms of cordial amity, as has been evidenced by the sponta- 
neous action on the part of the latter in raising subscriptions for the 
liquidation of the debt due from the State to Government. This Chief, 
Mr. Ravenshaw states, has been so just and considerate in his dealings with 

~ his people, that he did not receive a single complaint during his tour; and 
he adds that he has never had the pleasure of witnessing such just and 
excellent management on the part af ay Rajah, or such-loyal contentment 
‘among “the ple. Sir Richard Temple desires that the Rajah may be 
informed the satisfaction” with which the Government views the

The faults of the Rajah of Talchere would appear to*have been chiefly attribu- 
table to his inexperienced youth and the influence of evil advisers. The visit 
of the Superintendent to this State was opportune, and it is to be hoped that 
the removal! of the bad characters by whom the young Chief was surrounded, and 
the directions issued by the Superintendent, will result in the more satisfa 
management‘of the young Rajah’s public and private affairs. ‘The miscomduct 
of the Rajah of Duspulla was prominently brought to the notice of Government 
in the report for 1874, and the vigorous action taken by the Superintendent 
to put down the oppression, and the disregard of right and justice which 
prevailed in this State, was approved, The Lieutenant-Goverhor regrets to 
observe that the Superintendent is again obliged to report, unfavorably on the 
- conduct of the Rajah. No further‘levy of cesses from the people has been attempt- 
ed; but instead of carrying out the reforms which were agreed upon, the Rajah 
has been morose, and bas paid but little attention to the duties of bis position. 
The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the good offices of the Superintendent may 
yet be beneficially exerted; but should the Rajah again show any disposition to 
have recourse to oppression or active injustice, a special report should be at once 
submitted to Government on the subject, ‘Ihe state of affairs in Nilgiri and 
Rungpore is also shewn to be somewhat unsatisfactory, owing to the weak char- 
acter of the Kajahs and their proneness to be led by designing’‘and evil advisers. 
The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Mr. Ravenshaw for his 
excellent and judicious supervision of the Tributary States during the past 
year, and for his interesting report, His Honor also desires ta express his 
acknowledgment of the good service done by the subordinate officers who 
have been mentioned by Mr. Ravenshaw, and of the satisfactory measure of 
success which has attended their labours.

He is an 
illiterate man (the other members of his family are no better), andhas kept no account of 
the money which he actually expended in cash for hired labor; but I can say so far tnat had 
the work been given to contractors it would not have been completed under Ks. 2,000. 

4. The average depth of the bheel is no less than 7 feet, and there is no earth available 
within a mileor two of the place where the road has been constructed. The work was beset 

* with so much difficulty that at one time it was thought advisable to abandon the project. 
5. The road has been constructed in upwards of two years’ time. In the first year he 
made a floating road across the bheel by collecting turfs of floating grass (dbap 49) mosses 
from the bheel, In the second year auother heavy layer of the same stuff was put over it,

i "been thrown over it, which bas made it as firm as the earthen road.

* On'the 4thof February 1874, a public meeting, convened by the Sheriff of Caloutta at the 
desire of the principal residents, was held ia the Town Hall in order to disouss the question 
of the adoption of measures for administering charitable relief in the distressed districts of 
Bengal. THis Excelleney the Viceroy presided. A General Central Committee of 153 
members was first appointed, with Sir Richard Couch, Chief Justice, as Chairman. At the

tionate rates for other grain. The Committee at the same time directed that the supply of 
clothing to the destitute and those unable to work should be treated as falling under head (6), 
and accepted subsidiary charges for storage und distribution of grain purchased out of its 
funds, and charges connected with poor-houses, distributing alms from its resources.

Appendix B 
shows the relief afforded under each head. The actual cost for such as were socially

the classes relieved. The actual cost of ated employment for those able to work, exclusive
